the diagnosis adrenocortical insufficiency 
are available the veterinary clinician.

Tranquilizers Beef Cattle 


University California animal scientists 
Davis and farm advisors various counties 
report that “no significant gains” weight 
have resulted from feeding injecting tran- 
quilizers beef cattle four experimental 
trials. 

Scientists several other states also have 
collected evidence indicating that the value 
transquilizers feed additive question- 
able. 

Tranquilizers—one the newest gain-get- 
ters boosted for the cattleman’s already 
bulging medicine cabinet—just aren’t produc- 
ing the extra pounds claimed salesmen, 
said Dr. Clegg, Davis physiologist. This 
sharp contrast other published infor- 
mation, which beef gains “up per 
cent” have been claimed. 

The evidence California trials certainly 
not conclusive, said Clegg, but results are 
consistently negative that reasonable 
doubt that tranquilizers will ever regularly 
approach the value other well established 
practices.

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Antibiotic Levels Milk Following Intrauterine Infusion 


School Veterinary Medicine, University California, Davis 


The importance preventing the adultera- 
tion market milk with antibiotics has re- 
cently placed all veterinary uses antibiotics 
dairy cows under close surveillance. The 
intrauterine infusion antibiotics for the 
treatment endometritis widely used, but 
data appears available indicate whether 
excretion through the udder occurs. Such 
uterine disease usually occurs during the early 
part lactation when the milk flow heavy 
and discard milk following intrauterine 
infusion would add significant amount 
the cost this treatment. 

This experiment was designed determine 
antibiotics appeared the milk after such 
treatment. The cows used this experiment 
were either Jersey Holstein. Table 
those cows labeled with three digit numbers 
are Jersey, those with four digit numbers 
are Holstein. These cows were all the early 
stages lactation, but were sufficiently post- 
partum have allowed involution the 
uterus. All cows were treated the same 
day and various stages the estrus cycle. 
Two these cows were heat. 

The treatments used are listed Table 
Infusion was accomplished using cc. 
glass syringe attached plastic inseminat- 
ing pipette rubber adapter. clean 
pipette was used for each cow. The milk 
samples tested were collected the 
milking prior treatment and the milk- 
ings hours, hours, hours, and 
hours after treatment. The samples were col- 
lected cc. glass vials, and approximately 
equal amounts milk from each quarter 
were included the sample. The udder was 
prepared for sampling just prior milking 


washing 1:1000 aqueous solution 
Nolvasan®. order that none this anti- 
septic find its way into the sample the ends 
the teats were then washed with water and 
were dried with sterile gauze. Immediately 
after collection, the samples were placed 
freezer held minus 10° Following 
collection samples the cows were milked 
the standard manner. 


The Test for Antibiotics 


The rapid disc assay method for detecting 
penicillin milk, similar that described 
Arret and was used. The results 
are given Table This standard test 
used milk quality control and will detect 
the presence penicillin the rate .05 
units per cc. milk. will detect other 
antibiotics bacteriostatic agents but these 
cannot specifically identified nor have mini- 
mal inhibiting quantities been closely ascer- 
tained. 

The procedure testing was follows: 
The milk remained frozen until just prior 
the time the test. The time storage 
ranged from days. The milk was heated 
180° for minutes and then cooled 
room temperature. Special paper discs 
inch diameter were immersed the milk 
samples. These were placed standard plate 
count agar containing spore suspension 
Bacillus subtilis prepared according the 
method described “Standard Methods,” 10th 
each plate two control discs were 
also placed; one blank paper and one disc 
containing .05 units penicillin. These test 
places were incubated for hours 37°

and observed grossly and microscopically for 
zones inhibition growth the test organ- 
ism. The uniformly negative results are re- 
ported Table The milk samples collected 
hours and hours being the 
ones most likely contain the antibiotic were 
tested triplicate; samples collected 
and hours after treatment were tested 
singly. all plates the penicillin control 
discs showed zones inhibition the test 
organism, but none the paper blanks 
the discs containing the milk samples gave 
detectable zones inhibition when examined 
grossly under 30x magnification.* 


Summary 


Penicillin, dihydrostreptomycin and oxyte- 
tracycline were used the doses and manner 
commonly employed for the treatment 
endometritis. These antibiotics were not de- 
tected the milk following treatment and 
therefore, unnecessary withhold from 
human consumption milk from cows treated 
this manner.

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Adding Vitamin Mineral Supplements Feeds for 
Better Gains and Feed Efficiency 


FRANK CAMPBELL, D.V.M., Practitioner, Bieber, Calif. 


This paper describes trial the purpose 
which was determine whether not the 
addition vitamin-mineral* supplement 
the feed would increase rate gain and feed 
efficiency group purebred Hereford 
bulls. 

Materials and Methods 

this test two groups young purebred 
Hereford bulls were fed separate lots the 
same feed. One group head consisted 
spring calves; the other group head 
fall calves. The feed consisted home grown 
grain (whole oats and barley) and native 
swamp meadow hay. Both groups were 
weighed the beginning and end the feed- 
ing. The feed was also weighed and the 
amounts fed were recorded. 

The vitamin-mineral supplement was the 
form 3/16” alfalfa meal base pellet. This 
was added the grain the rate lb. 
vitamin-mineral supplement 100 lbs 
grain. These bulls were hand-fed daily and 
the amounts fed were recorded. The trial 
period covered days feed, February 
April 26, 1959. 

Table shows the numbers bulls, weights 
beginning and end trial, gains, and feed 
consumption. 


Results 

The controls made gain 1.77 lbs. per 
day and the vitamin-mineral supplements 
made 2.44 lbs. per day. The vitamin-mineral 
supplements therefore made additional 
gain 0.67 lbs. per day over the controls, 
37.8% more than the controls. Table shows 
the gains per lb. feed. 

took additional 1.26 lbs grain and 
2.08 lbs. hay for the control group com- 
pared the vitamin-mineral supplemented 
group make pound gain. This would 
indicate better feed efficiency for the vita- 
min-mineral supplemented group, efficiency 
approximately 47% over the controls. 

The feed efficiency the two groups was 
also compared the basis total digestible 
nutrients.* Table III shows this comparison. 

Table III shows that the vitamin-mineral 
supplements made gain 1.72 less 
lbs. TDN. Again this indicates greater 
feed efficiency for the V-M supplemental bulls. 

Discussion 

This test was conducted area where 
little feeding done the basis 
balanced complete rations. Calves are win-

tered this area for the most part meadow 
hay combination meadow hay with 
some alfalfa and few pounds grain per 
day. Cows are wintered hay alone. was 
believed that, the addition vitamin- 
mineral supplement the home grown grains 
and/or hay, better rates gain could 
obtained. 

one ranch where Vitamins and are 
added bonemeal, salt and cottonseed meal 
mix and fed free choice the cows winter better, 
show more bloom, and seem have more 
vigorous calves the spring.

Criticism 
After completing this trial and consulting 
statistician the writer was made aware 
the fact that individual weights the animals 
involved should have been made. However, 
the statistician felt certain that the difference 
gain per day and feed efficiency was statis- 
tically significant. 
Summary 
Two groups purebred Hereford bulls 
were fed the same feeds with the exception 
that one group had pelleted vitamin-mineral 
supplement added their grain the rate 
lb. vitamin-mineral 100 lbs. grain. The 
vitamin-mineral supplemented group showed 
significantly better rate gain and feed 
efficiency.

The result has been 
increased production, sometimes causing over- 
production certain commodities. Secondly, 
has necessitated increased financing and 
utilization machines. So, great advantage 
accrues organization with greater poten- 
tial than that the family-type farm, 
characteristic especially our East and Mid- 
west. 

Integration needs definition, since 
have heard and read about until now 
becoming bore. What does mean, that 
our farm units are becoming larger and getting 
under the control fewer people. However, 
these people are tending use more consult- 
ants or, you wish, specialists which brings 
our third word, specialization. 

Specialization agriculture, means the pro- 
duction one type product, contrast 
the diversified programs the past. Integra- 
tion the poultry industry was the precursor; 
today there are very few turkey, broiler 
laying-hen raisers who operate their own 
projects without contracts without some 
other type association for the marketing, 
financing, feeding raising their birds. 
Through these associations producer can 
have economic gains excess those which 
can procure for himself; one might say that 
has joined the team. present, hog pro- 
duction following closely the footsteps 
the poultry operator. Beef and dairy cattle 
are also forging toward such integration. Here

the West this tendency probably more 
evident than other areas the United 
States. opinion that this tendency 
eventually will spread completely through our 
country. Whether this trend good bad, 
debatable point, but for one feel that 
little frightening. However, this does not 
change the fact that whether like not, 
the syndrome will occur. the past the 
veterinarian assumed the role the fireman. 
has not done great deal until the live- 
stock owner was trouble and called him 
for assistance. and large, was not con- 
cerned with preventive medicine nearly 
much with technics for treating and salvag- 
ing sick exposed animals. Also, the general 
practitioner like crusader knight has at- 
tempted become fortress himself— 
independent, treating all types farm animals 
and pets for all types clients. Today, the 
veterinarian, like the knight old, finds 
himself vulnerable the team effort organ- 
ized, fast moving groups who put their faith 
group, rather than individual ability. 

Let examine the corporations that are 
now about replace have replaced, 
great degree, Farmer Brown. These organiza- 
tions frequently have top officers guiding 
them, who not know animal husbandry, 
veterinary medicine, nutrition other sciences 
concerned with the actual raising and care 
livestock poultry. Their watchword effi- 
ciency and far they are concerned, effi- 
ciency synonymous with economic survival. 
The first groups this type organization 
appeared the poultry industry and are 
all aware the lack ability vision 
the veterinarians take their place this 
industry. What are going about it? 
There are probably thousands different 
ideas, but here are few the most important 


First, are going have increase our 
technics and knowledge treating larger 
number animals, easily and quickly. This 
means that will have put more emphasis 
water-treatment, feed-treatment, air-treat- 
ment and rapid individual treatment. 


Secondly, will have learn work with 
accountants, nutritionists, geneticists, market- 
ing specialists, processors and regulatory per- 
sonnel. 

Thirdly, will have learn more and 
more about our profession. sure that all 
spend great deal time keeping 
with new materials scientific journals and 
texts; and you ask now how are 
going devote even more time this.

the efficiency new veterinary drugs and 
surgical technics involved. you look over 
last three statements, you will note that 
have just repeated the three watchwords 
agricultural trends: automation, integration, 
and specialization. 


take our rightful place this new era 
there are many things which can both 
individually and collectively. course, 
must our job. Our basic education will 
watched closely our schools and examina- 
tion boards. believe that our schools should 
offer curriculum not too rigid but one which 
will aid the students’ ability responding 
economic changes quicker than the past. 
should pursue campaign self-educa- 
tion; this extremely important today since 
must keep our scientific information ahead 
extremely scientifically minded clientele. 
Short extension courses play important role 
this self-education picture. believe that 
closer liaison between the practitioner, the 
universities and the state and national associ- 
ations would much attach more impor- 
tance these courses; the same time, 
would decrease the impression that courses 
such these are offered because the practic- 
ing veterinarian ignorant his field. 


opinion, scientific and professional 
know-how not enough. should attempt 
individually “sell” veterinary medicine. The 
word “sell” may odious some you, but 
think should stop being thin-skinned 
and over-cautious, and take good look the 
whole agricultural picture, for agriculture 
serve, and the best possible way can 
serve will the most ethical, the most 
remunerative, and the most rewarding us. 


should ready talk before groups 
and take part local, state and national 
organizations. You may think that with the 
pressure practice you are too busy for this. 
not take time now, may all find 
plenty time our hands later. such 
participation, not only will show our 
neighbors that are capable leadership 
but also, will keep our fingers closer 
the pulse public thinking and action. Col- 
lectively, through our associations should 
attempt spread the word publicizing the 
accomplishments our profession. educa- 
tional campaign should also instituted 
whereby the laity will aware our train- 
ing and the possibility our playing im- 
portant part these new teams being organ- 
ized every day all over the nation. 

Lobbying seems bad word today, 
but effective way maintain balance 
the various organizations will use the right 
lobby. Many times, fear, have not 
taken the gauntlet and the balance rock 
has toppled over because our group 
effort has been either too little too late. 


When should start this change? 
belief that have many advantages right 
now. Let enumerate them: 


(1) The Food and Drug Administration with 
its “cancer scare” has shown the rank and file 
that many our drugs are dangerous not 
used correctly. Now the time prove that 
are the ones regulate the usage these 
drugs. 


(2) With the advent larger farming units 
and heavier production, animal contact and 
stress play now role far greater than the 
past. This poses new problems and the need 
for new answers which only the veterinarian 
trained supply. 


(3) Advances scientific know-how have 
come fast that the animal husbandry man 
cannot keep with the latest developments 
for treating controlling disease and para- 
sites. Improved technology gives more 
laboratory and diagnostic weapons which are 
beyond the scope the layman. Finally, after 
diagnosis now have more specific drugs 
with which treat the animal, than had 
the years past. 


(4) our agriculture production increases 
size, also apparent that feed mills are 
becoming decentralized. This poses both 
problem and challenge. The producers will 
need advice and consultation from practicing 
veterinarians since they are far from their 
terminal mills. They are going need spe- 
cific feeds and treatment well continued 
advice which would not practicable 
possible obtain the farm. not 
expected that all feed manufacturers will rush 
believe, our job both veterinarians 
and public relations men, this will the 
path they will follow. Many them are 
aware that the era uncontrolled widespread 
usage drugs past. They are vulnerable 
when using medicines without adequate su- 
pervision and believe that they are anxious 
shift the responsibility. 


doubt, there are many 
tween and our goal line, which are not now 
apparent. Some may not “fare” well 
this change. Others, believe, will 
greatly enhanced it.
